With regard to identifying by number and filing date all other appeals or 
interferences known to Appellant which will directly effect or be directly affected by or 
have a bearing on the Board's decision in this appeal, Appellant is not aware of any such 
appeals or interferences. 

in. STATUS OF CLAIMS 
Claims 1-47 are pending, of which claim 2 has been canceled and claims 3-44 
have been withdrawn from consideration. Of the remaining claims, claims 1, 45 and 46 
are finally rejected; claim 47 is objected to. 

IV. STATUS OF AMENDMENTS 
All amendments have been entered. No amendment after final rejection has been 
submitted. 

V. SUMMARY of the CLAIMED SUBJECT MATTER 
The present invention relates to text input for a mobile electronic device. Most or 
all of the letters A-Z are input in response to exactly two sequential key presses. As 
described in the specification, indicia may be provided on that keys that, in combination 
of two such indicia, approximate the form (morphology) of the letter being input For 
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example, the letter A may be represented in combination by an up angle and a horizontal 
line, and may be input by pressing in succession two keys bearing these indicia.

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VL GROUNDS of R EJECTION to be REVIEWED ON APPEAL 

The issues in the present matter are whether: 

1. under 35 USC 102, claims 1 and 46 are anticipated by Martensson. 

2. under 35 USC 103(a), claim 45 is unpatentable over Martensson. 
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m ARGUMENT 
L Rejection of Claim 1 as Anticipated by Martensson 

Martensson describes the well-familiar "multi-tap" method of text entry to 
cellphone. In this method, if a key bears, for example, three letters, the key is pressed 
once to input the first letter, twice to input the second letter, and three times to input, the 
third letter. 

Clearly, in such a system, only the second letters appearing on the keys are input 
in response to exactly two sequential key presses as claimed. For a typical keypad layout, 
these may include, for example, the letters B, E, H, K, N, Q, U, X-a total of eight letters 
out of a possible 26. This situation does not comport with the claim language "wherein 
most or all of the letters A-Z are input in response to exactly two sequential key presses/* 

Accordingly, Martenssen is not believed to anticipate claim 1. 
Claim 46 depends from independent claim 1, which has been shown to be 
patently distinguishable over the cited reference. Accordingly, this claim is also patently 
distinguishable and allowable over the cited references by virtue of its dependency upon 
an allowable base claim. 

II. Rejection of Claim 45 as Unpatentable Over Martensson 

The rejection of claim 45 appears to ignore the features of its base claim, claim 1, 
and as well as the underlying nature of Martenssen. 
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Claim 45 recites that most or all of the letters are input in response to exactly two 
sequential key presses. The rejection takes note of inputting a capital letter by pressing a 
shift key followed by an alphabet key. 

To follow this argument, however, in multi-tap arrangement of Martesson, only 
the first letters on the keys (e.g., the letters A, D, G, J, M, P, T and W) would be input in 
response to exactly two sequential key presses of different keys, one of those being the 
shift key. Once again, a total of eight letters out of a possible 26 does not comport with 
the claim language "wherein most or all of the letters A-Z are input in response to exactly 
two sequential key presses." 

In order to more directly address the Examiner's concern, Applicant would be 
willing to, upon withdrawal of the Final Rejection, amend claim 1 as follows: 

A method of controlling a mobile electronic device to receive text input, 
comprising, detecting presses of no more than N keys of some number of keys, receiving 
input of most or all of the letters A-Z of the alphabet by r for at - least s ome letters, 
inputting that l ette r in respon s e to cx a ctb y' two saqu c Titiol key presso r ?; whorom inputting 
most or all of the letters A-Z are input in response to exactly two sequential key presses 
that only in combination identify the input letter as one of A-Z .

teachings, whether taken individually or in combination, fail to anticipate or render 
obvious the subject matter of any of the present claims. Therefore, reversal of all 
outstanding grounds of rejection is respectfully solicited.
